I dedicated my Sixth Fpiſtle to theſe Men; the 

dee of more than ſixty of my Books that I baye printed 

Twenty three Years, is againſt their Practice; and 

1 who hath to dd with fu Miniſters as they are, 

mult double their Exhortations, as St. Pax! did to the Ga- 

latians, „ e but, ae ot m In- 
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Ifrom Heaven, preach any wher Goſpel unto yon, let 
im be accurſtd ; as we 1aid before, jo we fay again; if 
any Man preach other Goipel Weg you; jeuhim be 
- accurſed. , I think theſe Curies ſhould few ſucb Mi ifters 
as theſe are; for this is certain, and as truc as the dun 
Mines upon the Earth, that the Goſpel they preach is not 
according to the Goſpel Paul preached; they are blind 
who do not fee” this Truth: But I certify unto you 
Brethren, ſays Paul, That the Goſpel which was preach- 
end of me, is not after Man. They will ſay the Goſpel 
they preach is not after Man; but 1 ſhall here prove that 
Is a damnable Lie. I proved in all my fix Epiſtics, it was 
Lie, and there is no Miniſter capable to anſwer them, 
neither are they capable ro anſwer this, altho I be 1 ot 
a Man of Letters. I ſay, the Gofpei Dey peel is after 
Man, and not after the Scriptures ; 1 prove it in 
this Epiſtle, that they are blind who doth not ſee it. 
Dare any of them deny, but that St. Pauli was the'or 
Far Apoſtle and Teacher of us Genties, under Chriſt.

Paul chooſed Suf- 
fering before Sin, but they chooſe Sin before Suffering, 
altho* the Scriptures make it plain, that all that will live 
godly, ſhall ſufter Perſecution ; It is not faid they may 
uffer, but it is faid they ſhall ſuffer, ard yet they per- 
form theſe bad Actions, to be kept from ſuttering. 
So I ſay to them, as Paul ſaid to the Sorcerer, O full 
f all Subtility, and all 1i{cbief, thou Child of the Devil, il en 
lg of el Bightegyſeſty wilt Thou wt ceaſe to pervert le 
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Man, ſo I call them: By their Subtiky,: they have voted 
out the godly Miuiſters from their Kirks, for no other 
Reaſon, but for obeying the Word of God, by their 
Confeſſion to the Worid, That Chriſt is the Head of his 
Church, and not the Parliament: And, as Simon the Sor- 
cerer bewitched the People, fo do they; Simon gaye out 
himſelf for a great and godiy Man, ſo do they.:- The

- As Elimas the Sorcerer was cal- 
led a falſe Prophet, ſo all theſe Miniſters who walk not 
according to the Rules of God's Word, are falſe Mini- 
ſters, jo they ſhould be called Sorcerers, as well as Elimas 
was called; and ſuch as theſe withſtand the Word of 
God, and they ſeek to turn away the People from the 
true Faith, as that Sorcerer did; and that Scripture is 
written on Purpoſe for us to know the Miniſters of Chriſt 
from the Miniſters of the Devil. As Hlimas was full. of 
all Subtilty, ſo is theſe Men; and from the Foundation

aſt. Theſe corrupt Clergy-Men are there called the 
Beaft, yet almoſt the whole City follows them, and will 
not follow the Lamb whether ocver he gocth, and that is 
through many Tribulatious we muſt enter uato the King-

I ſay, at the Cloſe to theſe Men, who will not have 
Chriſt to reign over them; but they will have the Parlia- 
ment, they deſerve the Gallows, what Sort of Monſters are 
theſe Men, who not only ſpeak againſt Chriſt, as being 
the Head of the Church; but «lto write againſt him, 
ſuch as Logan'ot the Cillege-Airk, and MGeorge Miniſter of 
Penrycook, "where '1 proved in my Fifch 'Epiflle, That 
they ſhould be hanged, and their books burnt.
